Yet it is entirely possible that 
some of these improvements, chargeable against 
the property benefitted through frontage taxes, 
would be denied if put to a general vote of the 
burgesses. Would that be fair to the property- 
owners who want the improvements and will 
pay for them, or in the general interests of the 
city? 

What Edmonton needs in relation to capital 
charges is not legislation to prevent the carry- 
ing on of desirable improvements in reasonable 
amount, but a sharp reduction in the bond-in- 
terest rates which are consuming an unjust and 
ruinous proportion of the tax money. That is 
the objective upon which attention and energy 
should he focussed.

With the commissioning of “534,” Britain 
may expect to recover the blue ribbon for speed 
in Atlantic crossings—held for over 20 yeara 
by the Mauretania. A speed of 30 knots is ex- 
pected from the four 35-ton propellors driven 
by engines of enormous power. The rudder 
weighs 140 tons, and’ within its stream-lined 
body éontains apartments and ladders. We shali 
see pictures of the launching on the “movies” 
in due course. 

Stream-lining has been used wherever pos- 
sible and the giant liner will be equipped and 
furnished on a scale of unprecedented magni- 
ficance—so luxurious, in fact, that the owners 
fear they will never be able to make the great 
luxury liner pay her way.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1857, came the 
first relief of Lucknow in the 
Indian mutiny and the generals 
in charge of the relieving col- 
umns shook hands with a Nova 
Scotian who had kept the Brit- 
ish flag flying despite fearful 


| odds. John Inglis was the son of 


Dr John Inglis, the third Bishop 
of Nova Scotia, and the grandson 
of the great Charies Ingiis, the 
first colonial bishop of the 
Church of England. He entered 
the British army at an ¢arly age 
and soon won promotion, It hap- 
pened that he~was second in 
command when the British were 
bereiged in Lucknow and on 
the death of Sir Henry Lawrence 
he took command.

Washington, affords an appre- 
ciable picture of the tuation in 
various countries, particularly in 
the United States, arising from

The drought has been wide- 
spread throughout the northern 
hemisphere. The affected areas 


fall within a belt crossing Europe, 
Asia and North America which is 
about as wide as the distance 
from Northern Mexico to Central 


Manitoba. Damage to crops ha 
been particularly heavy in the 
United States, Canada and in 
central and eastern Europe. In 
the southern hemisphere, parts of 
Australia and Argentina have 
becn affected but to a less extent 


In the United States the main 
drought damage is in the shortage

Old Widow Sits 
Calmly As Law 


Gives Evidence 


Alleged Voluntary Confes- 


sion Read Into Records | 


at Murder Trial Here on 
Monday. 


The “inside story” of the 
killing of Mike Dranchuk at 
his Flat Lake farm home in 
the St. Paul district, in the 
early hours of the morning 
of August 20 last, was told 
to Mr. Justice Ewing and a 
jury of six in criminal court, 
Monday afternoon, when 
Detective J. W. Pooke, 
R.C.M.P., revealed that a 
confession had been made 
to him by Mrs. Dina Dran- 
chuk, charged with the 
murder of her husband. 

The old widow was apathetic in 

the dock, sitting with bowed head 

and folded hands in resignation, 
while Detective Pooke related de- 
tails of the voluntary confession 
she had made in the town lock- 
up at St. Paul. She showed no in- 
terest when the detective recalled 
that she admitted wielding an axe | 
on her sleeping husband. 

A spoken confession and a writ- | 
ten statement were entered into the 
records over the formal protest’ of | 
E, Clare Darling, defence counsel. 

His Lordship assented to the ap- 
plication of E. B Cogswell, K.C., 
crown prosecutor, to have both | 
statements—the spoken and written) 
ones—entered and the detective | 
then told of seeing Mrs. Dranchuk | 
in the cells and asking her if she| 
wished the services of a doctor, as | 
it had been reported to him that she 
was ill 

“A doctor can not help me,” she 
is alleged to have replied | 
TELLS HER TALES 

The distraught woman then un- 
burdened herself of a long tale of | 
woe, starting from the time she had! 
married her husband in the Uk- 
raine, many years ago—of her) 
mate’s drunkenness and meanness; | 
his thefts; his beatings; his threats 
and repeated cruelties to both her| 
and her two small sons. | 

Finally she came down to the 
night before the alleged murder. 

Detective Pooke said that Mrs. | 
Dranchuk said she had gone to bed, 
then awakened again, had had a} 
quarrel with her husband, when she 
had asked, for the hundreth time, 
for money to go in to Edmonton 
and see a doctor, and that at length 
she “couldn't remember what hap- 
pened.” 

All she could definitely say war, 
“I struck him several times. I'm 
sorry for what I did, but it is too 
late now.”
